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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Tue Superintending School Committee of Swanzey, for 
the year ending March 14th, 1865, respectfully submits 
to the ‘l'own the following Keport, as required by law. 

These facts and suggestions are. presented, not merely 
as a matter‘of form and to answer the demands of the 
law, but for the purpose of strengthening the. interest of 
all classes in the community,—of parents, teachers and 
scholars,—in the work of educating our youth. If it. is 
noble to plant and cultivate an oak for the benefit of fu- 
ture generations, how much more noble and praise-worthy 
is it to give our aid and influence in training and_polish- 
ing the immortal mind,—the mind whose influence for 
good or evil will be felt long after the mightiest monarchs 
of the forest shall be laid low. 


SCHOOL STATISTICS. 

No. t. ‘This school was well taught and successfully 
managed, both in the summer and winter, by Miss Corne- 
lia M. Hubbard,, the faithful teacher of several previous ° 
terms. In all the branches of study to which attention 
was given, decided improvement was manifested—and 
mutual feelings of respect existed between teacher and 
pupils.

No. 2. The Summer term was under the instruction of 
Miss N. J. Matthews. She labored faithfully and with‘ 
pretty good success. 

Alonzo A. Ware taught in the winter. , 'T’wo interest- 
ing scholars died during the term of school ; and sickness 
was almost the entire cause of all cases of absence. Only 
four scholars were tardy; and for the last three winters 
at least, no tardy mark has been registered against the 
names of a large majority of the members of this school. 
While all these scholars did pretty well, others did very 
well, and others still better,—in all respects they conduc- 
ted themselves nobly. 

No. 3. Taught in the summer by Miss Lucie A. Tay- 
lor. She succeeded very well. Good order and a fair de- 
gree of improvement were the result of her well directed 
efforts. ‘There was, however, in this school and most of 
the others in town, a. neglect in teaching and illustrating 
the first principles of science, and of combining common 
practical questions with those of the text books. 

The teacher of the Fall term was Miss Katie C. Good- 
now. This school closed prematurely, and there was no 
public examination at its close. It appeared well at the 
commencement of the term. 

No. 4. ‘The reputation of this school has been very well 
sustained. To its faithful and accomplished teacher for 
the year, Miss A. C. M.- Herrick, much credit is due. 

No. 5. An excellent Summer school was taught by 
Miss Mary E. Campbell. Some of its characteristics were 
good order, close attention to study, and a determination 
to have that which was attempted to be learned, well. un- 
derstood. Much attention was given to the sounds of the 
letters, the meaning of words, and to reading. . The les- 
sons in reading were short, but thoroughly studied. ‘The 
process, was slow, but one that well pays the cost. 

Miss Ella H. Gay had the management of the Winter 


> 
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school. She is a thorough teacher, and succeeded very 
well. Much attention was given to Grammar, and there 
was decided improvement in that branch of study. The 
only feature criticised at the closing examination was the 
want of a little more energy and enthusiasm by the schol- 
ars. 

No.6. The Summer term was taught with pretty 
good success by Miss k. F. Eaton. She is a beginner in 
school teaching, and evidently needs a little more confi- 
dence and preparation to be eminently successful. But 
persevering effort will overcome all obstacles. 

Winter. Taught by Miss Chloe P. Holbrook. This 
was likewise Miss Holbrook’s first attempt at teaching, — 
but she succeeded well and kept a ‘good school. There 
are advanced scholars in this school who require and de- 
serve the aid of teachers of no ordinary attainments. 

No. 7. Miss Abbie L. Parker, teacher of the Summer 
term, is also classed among the ‘ beginners.”’ But con- 
siddering this fact in connection with the size of the 
school, she succeeded admirably. Order and hon sie in 
studies very good. 

Miss Frances A. Chase, a teacher of much experience 
and of an established reputation, had charge of the Win- 
ter term. ‘The school was short, but well managed in all 
respects. Especially in Reading and Spelling, those two 
important but much neglected branches, she was eminent- 
ly successful. 

No. 8. Summer. The teacher, Miss Maria A. Ken- 
dall, did not succeed in awakening that enthusiasm and 
love of study which is indispensable in a good school.— 
An air of listlessness and inactivity pervaded the school- 


- room, and very little was accomplished. . ‘This is an un- 


usual feature in this district, 

Winter. Miss Abbie L. Parker, teacher. A_ school, 
creditable alike to both teacher and scholars, was the re- 
sult of their united labors. ‘The order was excellent, and 
the improvement in all respects quite satisfactory. 

No. 9. Miss Ellen 8. Keith had charge of both terms 
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of scbool. In all particulars they were well) managed.— 
Both parents and pupils confided in her ability and faith- 
fulness. There was good progress in all branches of study 
to which attention was given. Nearly every scholar of: 
suitable age studied Mental Arithmetic, and was quite fa- 
miliar with its principles. Considerable attention was al- 
so devoted to writing, and, in this respect no school in 
town did better than No. 9. 

No. 10. Teacher of Summer term, Miss M. L. Eaton. 
Combining much experience with a natural aptness at 
teaching, Miss Eaton succeeded well, and made the school 
all that could reasonably be expected. 

Miss Mary 8S. Whitcomb taught in the winter. She 
was energetic and faithful, and realized a fair degree of 
success. If her success was not so great as might be ex- 
pected or desired, an explanation may be found in the fact 
that, during the entire term of 12 1-2 weeks, only one in- 
dividual among the thirty parents and guardians of the 
scholars visited the sehool. 3 

No. 11. ‘Summer. © This large school, composed of 
scholars of all ages, was under the instruction of Miss 
Mmily-R, Bailey. She is a well qualified, earnest and 
faithful teacher. A good school was the result of her ef- 
forts, though there was, perhaps, a little deficiency in re- 
gard to order. 

‘The instructor of the Winter term, Mr. E, C. Haskins, 
came among us a stranger, but with good recommenda- 
tions as.a teacher, Much was anticipated from his labors; 
but the result showed that he neither had the requisite 
experience nor tact to manage successfully so large a 
school. He would doubtless sacceed well iu a smaller 
school; but a live teacher is wanted in No. 11.  ‘Fhere 
were nearly as many cases of tardiness in this school as 
in-all others in town combined. This fact leads us to in- 
fer that the blame may not rest wholly with the teacher. 

No. 12. ‘There was, as usual, but one term of school 
in this district, and that of only 10 weeks in length,—a 
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space of time too short,to expect great advancement in 
knowledge. The teacher, Miss Ella EK. Rockwood, was 
quite energetic and intended to do her whole duty. A pe- 
caliarity in her style of addressing her scholars operated 
to her disadvantage, and should be avoided. A little 
more thorough preparation for the importaut duties of 
teacher are kindly suggested by the committee. The 
closing examination was pretty good. Not an instance 
of tardiness during the term. . 

No. 18. Miss Julia B. Foster was the teacher for the 
year. Her previous reputation as a kind, faithful and 
zealous teacher has been well sustained. Good progress 
was made by the pupils in their studies. 


GENERAL REMARKS, 


It will be seen by the foregoing that our schools for the 
year just passed have been generally prosperous. There 
have been no trouble and insubordination, such as were 
once quite prevalent. ‘There has been an increased at- 
tendance, especially of older scholars, over last year.—_ 
Still there are defects in all our schools;—the best are not 
what they should be. Our object, then, should be to as- 
certain these defects, aud, if possible, apply the proper 
remedy. An almost universal failing in our schools is a 
want of that life, energy and interest in study, which is 
indispensable to their success. If scholars would read 
and recite with that free and perfect sound of voice which 
they exercise when at play, and would study with the 
same enthusiasm which they exhibit in their sports, our 
schools, instead of being dull and tiresome, and of little 
benefit, would become interesting and profitable. ‘To pro- 
duce this desired change, the active co-operation of pa- 
rents with the energetic teacher is greatly needed. ‘They 
should visit the school often;—they should show to their 
children the interest which they really feel ;—they should 
démand a school of which they are not ashamed—asham- 
ed neither of the conduct nor attainments of their child- 
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ren ;—one in which they can take an honest pride,—which 
it is a pleasure to visit, and which will be an honor to the 
district. . 

Many of our teachers have had but little experience in 
the art of teaching. An efficient Teachers’ Institute is 
sensibly needed, and one will probably be held. the pres- 
ent season in the county. Al] who are intending to pur- 
sue this noble calling are urged to avail themselves of its 
benefits 

A class, composed of a portion of our teachers and old- 
er pupils, has met weekly during the winter for the criti- 
cal study of Grammar. ‘These meetings have been both 
interesting and useful. 

The only change recommended ih school books is 
Quackenbos’ History of the U.S. instead of Goodricli’s, 
where new books were to be purchased and new classes 
formed. ‘The study of the history of our own’ country 
may well claim the attention of all our youth. And this 
can be attended to at home, during our long vacations, 
with both pleasure and profit, by the student who is ea- 
ger for knowledge. In the midst of the momentous events 
now transpiring, let not the past of our republic be for- 
gotten. 

Some of our school houses were pronounced, several 
years ago, to be sadly behind the times. ‘They have im- 
proved but little since. We hope the ‘‘ good time com- 
ing’ is not far distant, when the people in Nos. 2 and 7 
at least, wil] be honored with more respectable structures 
in which to educate their children. 

In conclusion, we wouid urge the necessity of physi- 
cal and moral training in connection with intellectual cul- 
ture. Let parents and. teachers unite their efforts in edu- 
cating and developing harmoniously the powers of body 
and mind, and we may expect our children will be strong 
and healthy, vigorous in intellect and correct in morals.
